HE WILL ADDKESS THE SENATE 


Cuiifemice Report Recommitted by 


Uiiaiiimoug Vote of tbe 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—An unex- 


pected climax to tho Cuban debate was 
reached in tbe eenate today when, on 
motion of Mr. Sherman, chairman of 
the committee on foreign relations, the 
Cuban resolutions were recommitted to 
the committee. The vote to recommit 
was unanimous and without ttie form- 
ality of arollcall, representing a general 
concensus of opinion that tbe commit- 
tee should ao change the resolutions as 
to overcome tbe opposition that has de- 
veloped. Messrs. Sherman, Morgan and 
Lodge were appointed to represent the 
senate in a further conference. 
Simul- 


taneous with thin action Mr. Mills re- 
ported a resolution which proposed to 
go further than has been suggested at 
any previous time. 


Senator Blackburn's return to the 


senate today, after the exciting and 
fruitless contest before the Kentucky 
legislature, was signalled by an unusual 
demonstration by hie colleagues. On 
the senator's desk wns the most mam- 
mot.li and elaborate floral design ever 
brought to the senate, rising twelve feet 
from tlie iloor and overhanging tbe 
desks of Sena tors Walthall and Vest, on 
either side. The main design repre- 
sented the coat of arms of Kentucky, 
with two hupe dolls clasping hands as 
the central figures, around which waa 
worked the state motto, "United wo 
eland, divided we fall." Above this 
was a lame horseshoe of la France, and 
Pearls roses, while below and around 
were great sheaves of oak leaves and 
lilies of the valley. The whole was 
topped with wide spreading branches of 
American beauty roses. The tribute 
cauio from Mr. Blackburn's senatorial 
associates. Several other large designs 
were from personal friends.

Many senators urged him to wait, aa the 
Sherman motion would dispose of the 
subject for the present. Mr. Allen in- 
sisted on going on and the vote was de- 
fwretl. 
Mr. Allen eaid that if the United 


States stood by while Spain applied the 
knife to the throats of the Cubans, we 
would be justly chargeable by the world 
with impotency and cowardice. 
He 


ridiculed the waning patriotism of sen- 
ators. At first eenatora had "fallen over 
each other" to support the resolution. 
Then the senator from Maine. (Hale) 
had sounded the signal for tbe retreat. 


"And now," concluded Mr. Allen, 


'the senator from Ohio (Sherman) 
moves to recommit. It looka aa though 
he joined in the retreat and thia will be 
the last of the resolution." 


AB soon as Mr. Alien closed Mr. Sher- 


man pressed hie motion to recommit. 
There waa no word of opposition, and 
the presiding officer, Mr. Bacoii.putthe 
question. 
Not more than twenty senators were 


present. There was a chorus of ayea 
ind no nayea and the motion prevailed. 
The requeat for a roll call was made, 
and the senate immediately turned to 
other business. The recommittal came 
so quickly that the crowds did not real- 
ize what had been done until the clerk 
began reading the items of the legisla- 
tive appropriation bill which had been 
taken up. Subsequently Mr. I'latt of- 
fered another phase of the Cuban sub- 
ject by presenting the following concur- 
rent reaolution, which was referred to 
the committee on foreign relations: 


Kfitioticd, That the senate, the house 


of representatives concurring, hereby 
expresses its earnest desire and hope 
that Cuba may soon become a free, in- 
dependent and republican government 
and the friendly ollicea of the United 
States should be offered by tho Presi- 
dent to the Spanish government to se- 
cure this result. 


The legislative appropriation bill was 


pending when, at 5.15, the senate went 
into executive session, and soon after- 
wards adjourned.

tbat three senators on the conference 
committee had thrown naido the senate 
resolutions nuJ hail accepted tbe house 
reeolutlons. "And I venture to say," 
proceeded Mr. i'latt, "that not live aen- 
jitora approve the house resolutions now 
before us." 


Tbe senator suggested to Mr. Sher- 


man and bis associates that they recede 
from thoir agreement to the house reso- 
lutions, which senators did not want, 
and present something more accept- 
able. 


"If we had any assurance," said Mr. 


Sherman, "tbat the Semite would uc- 
coot and dispose of tbe subject in an- 
other form, iben we would be willing to 
accept tbe suggpotini ." 


Mr. Platt went on to say tbat ho 


could speak only (or himself, yet it must

WABIIINGTON, March 23,—Tho house

Electric Company for lighting the city 
lor tho ensuing year was formally com- 
pleted by the signatures of the chair- 
man and clerk in behalf of the city.

chase. Clerk Shimklin read tho drafted 
ordinance. The grade of the road on 


street was fixed four-fiftha of a foot 


below the oiiicial grade of Mariposa 
street at its intersection with Q. 


The franchise provides that the work 
n the road iu the city shall begin 
within six months. The board further 
reserved the right to annul the fran- 
chise if at any time after the completion 
of the road it is not operated for a period 
of sixty days. It is aleo stated that the 
franchise, rights and privileges are sub- 
ject to tile ordinances of the city hereto- 
lorc and hereafter enacted regulating 
the speed of trains, the guarding of 
crossings and the safety of the citizens 
generally. 
The ordinance granting the franchise 


was then adopted without a dissenting

Of Eighteen Men at Work But 


Four Escaped. 


DUBOIB. Pa., March 23.—A terrific ex- 


plosion of gas occurred at the Herwiml 
White shaft in the eastern limits of thia 
city today and fourteen miners wore 
killed. The mine is a new one, the 
company having been opening it up, 
working crews in shafts to push the 
headings out in various directions for 
the big work later on. Eighteen men 
went on at 7 o'clock this morning, four- 
teen going into tho north heading and 
four in the south heading. About 10 
o'clock the latter felt tho shock. A few 
minutes later the line boss warned them 
to get out aa soon ae they could. They 
were hurriedly taken up in a cage. Aa 
the work of rescue proceeded it was 
found that tho explosion in tho north 
heading was eo terrilic that some bodies 
were mutilated almost beyond recogni- 
tion. Nearly all the bodies had been 
found at 1 p.m. and brought to tho loot 
ol tho shaft.
